Justin White, 31, a 
2001 Gallatin County 
High School graduate, 
had what he calls the 
“thrill of a lifetime”, 
Monday, when he be¬ 
came the first Gallatin 
County High School 
graduate to run in the 
Boston Marathon. 

White was a standout 
athlete in basketball and 
cross country in high 
school and as a senior 
placed second in the 
state cross country meet. 


He attended Spaulding 
University in Louis¬ 
ville on a cross country 
scholarship and after 
two years transferred to 
Northern Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity where he gradu¬ 
ated. 

He currently lives in 
Union with his wife and 
their two children and 
works at Nucor Steel in 
Ghent as a quality con¬ 
trol engineer. 

Running has always 
been his passion and the 


Boston Marathon has al¬ 
ways been his goal. 

“In my age group you 
have to run a three-hour, 
five-second marathon 
(26.2 miles) to qualify 
for Boston and two years 
ago I missed it by just 45 
seconds at the Kentucky 
Derby Festival Mara¬ 
thon,” said White on 
Tuesday. “That showed 
me I could do it and last 
year, I qualified.”

Murder victim Robin 
Upton, 44, is remem¬ 
bered by her friends 
and neighbors as a car¬ 
ing woman with a great 
sense of humor who did 
her best to be a friend to 
everyone she met. 

She was stabbed to 
death by her husband of 
25 years, Anthony Up¬ 
ton, 51, last Monday, 
April 13, in their trailer 
located at 212 Riverview 
Drive in Warsaw. Antho¬ 
ny Upton died later that 
evening of a suspected 
heart attack as Gallatin 
County EMS transport¬ 
ed him to the hospital. 

“She was one of the 
most wonderful people 
I’ve ever known and al¬ 
ways had a big smile for 
everyone,” said Angie 
Washburn who worked 
in housekeeping along 
with Upton at Provi¬ 
dence Healthcare of 
Gallatin. “She was very 
happy considering all 
she was going through 
at home. She sang and 
danced and did whatever 
she could to entertain 
our residents. She even 
sang karaoke with them. 
They all loved her deep¬ 
ly. It’s a tremendous loss 
for everyone who knew 
her.” 

Washburn said Up¬ 
ton’s husband had been 
diagnosed with terminal 
rectal cancer and she be¬ 
lieved the heavy medi¬ 
cation he was taking had 
adversely affected his 
behavior. 

Monty Roberts, 
Robin Upton’s landlord 
and neighbor, found 
her body in the trailer’s 
bathroom. He also had 
high praise for her. 

“She was a hard¬ 
working, loving parent 
and grandmother who 
paid her bills and did 
whatever she could to 
keep her family happy,” 
said Roberts. “I had a 


lot of respect for her and 
the way she lived her 
life. I feel so sorry for 
her three children and 
grandchildren. They ’ re 
in my prayers every day 
and they’re going to 
need a lot of support to 
get through this.” 

On the other hand, 
Roberts said Anthony 
Upton was a hard man to 
get to know. 

“Our Masonic Lodge 
did everything we could 
for him,” said Roberts. 
“We bought tires and 
batteries for his car and 
made sure he could get to 
Louisville for his cancer 
treatments. We would 
pray together but I never 
could tell what he was 
really thinking. His wife 
said he had grown mean 
in recent weeks.” 

Roberts and his son, 
Jonathon Roberts, found 
Upton’s bloody body in 
the trailer’s bathroom. 
She died of multiple stab 
wounds. Heavy tool¬ 
boxes had been placed 
in front of the bathroom 
door to make it hard to 
open. 

“It was a horrific 
scene and one I’ll never 
be able to forget,” said 
Roberts. “It shakes your 
belief in human nature. 
Both Jonathon and I will 
need counseling to get 
through this.” 

The Uptons are sur¬ 
vived by three children: 
Chris Upton of Warsaw, 
Heather Wilson of Car¬ 
rollton and Kaitelynd 
Sears of Walton. They 
had three grandchil¬ 
dren: Brooklyn Wilson, 
Brinley Wilson and Ares 
Sears. 

Funeral Services for 
Robin Upton were held 
Friday, April 17, at the 
Graham Dunn Funeral 
Home in Carrollton. 
There are no services 
planned for Anthony 
Upton.

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Reporting the Confederate 
surrender atAppomatox 

This month marks the 150th anniversary of the 
end of the Civil War. Confederate Gen. Robert E. 
Lee surrendered to Union Lt. Gen. Ulysses S. Grant 
on Thursday, April 9 in a farmhouse in Appomatox, 
Virginia. 

Here are current accounts of anniversary events, 
interspersed with stories from 1865. 

2015 

With the ringing of bells from Appomattox to 
Boston, the 150th anniversary of the end of the 
bloodiest war fought on American soil was marked 
in the rolling hills of Virginia where Lee surrendered 
to Grant. 

Civil War re-enactors retraced the steps of the 
two men and their aides entering the McLean House 
at Appomattox Court House and their exit 90 min¬ 
utes later with terms of surrender for Lee’s Army of 
Northern Virginia. 

A bell sounded for four minutes outside the 
McLean House, a minute for each year of a war that 
left more that left an estimated 620,000 dead. The 
ringing was replicated at Boston’s Old North Church, 
by the Liberty Bell in Philadelphia and the former 
capital of the Confederacy, Richmond, among hun¬ 
dreds of other locations, the National Park Service 
said. 

Descendants of Grant and Lee attended the sig¬ 
nature event at Appomattox Court House National 
Historical Park. 

1865 

When Lee surrendered to Grant, William Downs 
MacGregor of The Associated Press was waiting 
outside with other war correspondents. 

“It was Palm Sunday,” he reported. “At four 
o’clock they shook hands.” 

2015 

Typically the national park at Appomattox is a bu¬ 
colic setting of rolling fields and tidy brick and tim¬ 
ber buildings framed by seemingly miles of fences. 

For the 150th, the park is part state fair, part high- 
powered history lesson, with long lines at conces¬ 
sion stands offering North Carolina BBQ and at an 
exhibit where a new Appomattox stamp was dedi¬ 
cated. 

1865 

A contemporary AP account described Lee’s of¬ 
ficers as “surly” about giving up the fight. But “the 
rank and file of Lee’s army are said to be well satis¬ 
fied to give up the struggle, believing that they have 
no hope of success, but say that if Gen. Lee had re¬ 
fused to surrender, they would have stuck to him to 
the last.” 

2015 

Many artifacts once used by Lee’s fighting forces 
are preserved and many went on display at Appo¬ 
mattox Court House National Historical Park and 
a nearby museum. Those included Lee’s copy of 
Grant’s terms of surrender. There’s also an inkwell 
from the farmhouse parlor of businessman and slave 
owner Wilmer McLean, the reluctant host of the sur¬ 
render. The inkwell was taken as a memento from 
the McLean house by the brother of Union Maj. Gen. 
Phillip H. Sheridan. A trove of battle flags and Lee 
memorabilia are also displayed—even the gleaming 
sword Lee carried to the surrender. 

1865 

The AP described the waning hours for Lee’s 
Army of Northern Virginia: “After crossing the Ap¬ 
pomattox the bridges were burned, and before our 
troops could get over the enemy had taken a position 
a mile from the river, where they erected works and 
made a stand in order to allow their wagon train to 
get out of the way ... The (Union’s) 2d division, un¬ 
der General Crook, attacked them vigorously, driv¬ 
ing them back some distance. But they had a force 
dismounted, lying in ambush, which poured a severe 
fire into our men as they advanced to the second at¬ 
tack, and they were compelled to fall back on their 
supports. The rebels soon after departed from this 
place, not being disposed to await another charge.”

Secret donations to campaigns hurt election process 


Some Kentucky Republicans 
who welcomed the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s opening of the floodgates 
for secret money in elections are 
probably having second thoughts 
as they watch the governor’s race 
being skewed by an influx of it. 

Kentucky Democrats had 
better be wary, too, because the 
one-two punch of former Lou¬ 
isville councilman Hal Heiner’s 
personal wealth and the secret, 
probably huge, contributions to 
the political action committee 
attacking his republican-primary 
opponents has made him the mar¬ 
ginal favorite to be Kentucky’s 
next governor. 

Stop and think about that: 
Money from unknown sources 
may decide who runs our state 
government for the next four 
years. This is what we thought 
we got rid of with the reforms 
passed at the state and federal 
levels after the Watergate scandal 
in the early 1970s. Now we seem 
headed back even further to the 
days of the “robber barons” who 
bought politicians more than a 
century ago. 

Heiner denies any connection 
with the “Super PAC” supporting 
him, but the contributors could 
make their identities known to 
him in an effort to buy influence. 
They’re certainly influencing the 
election with advertising that at¬ 
tacks Heiner’s main foes in the 
May 19 primary election, Lou¬ 
isville businessman Matt Bevin 
and Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer. 

Comer apparently lacks the 
money for response ads. Never¬ 
theless, he also has super-PAC 
support. A Committee called 
Kentuckians for Growth, Oppor¬ 
tunity and Prosperity is running 
pro-Comer ads, but they’re not 
very good. 

At least we know two of the 
people behind that Super PAC: 
Northern Kentucky businessman 


Richard Knock and Russell Springs 
businessman Terry Stephens, who 
poured millions into the 2011 gu¬ 
bernatorial campaign of Republi¬ 
can David Williams. 

We know very little about the 
pro-Heiner PAC, Citizens for 
Sound Government, other than 
it’s run by a man who has ties to 
Charles and David Koch, the 
brothers from Kansas who’ve been 
throwing their money and weight 
around in national politics for sev¬ 
eral years—and now may be doing 
it in state politics. 

But we don’t know, and that’s 
the biggest problem. When people 
use mass communication to deliv¬ 
ery messages related to an election, 
we deserve to know who’s talking. 

McConnell, who now worships 
at the Koch altar of secret, unlim¬ 
ited money, once favored disclo¬ 
sure of political contributions as 
the main antidote for influence¬ 
buying. Now he opposes it, saying 
disclosure leads to intimidation and 
harassment of contributors. 

He seems to think the game is 
now a version of blind man’s bluff, 
in which the voters are blindfolded 
because they don’t know who else 
is playing. McConnell actually 
helped engineer the new game by 
working on court cases that led to 
the Supreme Court decisions that 


opened the floodgates and have 
largely destroyed the system of 
disclosure and contribution limits 
that was generally accepted for de¬ 
cades. 

The seed for that destruction 
was in the 1976 Supreme Court 
case that largely upheld the sys¬ 
tem. The court essentially ruled 
that spending money is a form of 
free speech protected by the First 
Amendment. 

For a long time, courts have 
upheld the right to anonymous 
speech, but the First Amendment 
was drafted when the only instru¬ 
ment of mass communication was 
the printing press. 

Today, when millions of vot¬ 
ers can be reached in a short time 
electronically, we should have the 
right to know who’s speaking. 

Craig Dilger of Louisville, a 
lawyer who is a Republican and 
chairs the board of the state Reg¬ 
istry of Election Finance, said, “1 
think transparency is critical to the 
political process. I’m concerned 
that we will end up with an elec¬ 
toral process that is affected by 
or run by folks whose names we 
never know.” 

You should be concerned, too.

Mulch, Molds 
and Fungi 

Mulch is helpful in 
many ways on plant 
beds, around founda¬ 
tion shrubs and other 
gardening locations in 
your yard, but mold can 
threaten its benefits. 
This is rare, but it can 
happen. 

In landscape beds 
and gardens, mulch 
helps control weeds, 
prevents extreme soil 
temperature fluctua¬ 
tions, and decreases wa¬ 
ter evaporation. Mulch 
also reduces mower and 
string trimmer damage 
on shrubs and trees by 
suppressing vegeta¬ 
tion near their trunks. 
And, as it decomposes, 
mulch produces organic 
materials to improve 
soil and otherwise ben¬ 
efit plants. 

Nuisance fungi occa¬ 
sionally grow on mulch. 
They include shotgun 
fungus, slime molds, 
stinkhorns, earthstars 
and toadstools. 

The shotgun fungus 
shoots masses of tiny 
black spore structures 
onto adjacent surfaces 
such as vehicles and 
home siding. These 
“projectiles” can prove 
a little difficult to re¬ 
move from these sur¬ 


faces. 

Slime molds are more 
unsightly than harm¬ 
ful. I mean REALLY 
unsightly. Like vomit. 
They don’t cause plant 
diseases and aren’t para¬ 
sitic. Slime mold spores 
usually appear from late 
spring to fall. Abundant 
wet weather stimulates 
above-ground appear¬ 
ance of these fungi that 
initially appear slimy 
but quickly become 
dry and powdery when 
converting into spore 
masses. You’ll often 
see slime molds quickly 
appear and usually dis¬ 
appear in one to two 
weeks. They tend to re¬ 
produce in the same lo¬ 
cation every year. Fun¬ 
gicide use isn’t needed 
because slime molds 
are not harmful. 

When mulch hasn’t 
been composted, it 
might contain fungi that 
cause plant diseases. 
This situation is rare, 
however, and only oc¬ 
curs in non-composted 
mulch. Plant fertil¬ 
ity problems can arise 
when fungi in decom¬ 
posing mulch remove 
nitrogen from the soil. 

To gain the most 
benefit, you should use 
composted mulch with 
a high bark content and 
little wood material. 
Avoid shredded, woody 
products that haven’t 
been composted. 

If you buy fresh 
wood chips from a tree- 
maintenance firm, add 
water to the chips and 
allow them to compost 
for about six weeks be¬ 
fore you use it. Avoid 
using fresh wood chips 
near the house founda¬ 
tion because they can 
provide a food source 
for termites.

You can even walk 
your pet as long as they 
are on a leash. 

Why walk? On aver¬ 
age, physically active 
people outlive inactive 
people, even if they start 
exercising late in life. A 
regular walking program 
can boost your mental, 
emotional, and physical 
health. 

It can help you main¬ 
tain a healthy weight and 
blood pressure; help you 
prevent heart disease, 
diabetes, and some can¬ 
cers; and help relieve 
day-to-day anxieties and 


stress. In addition, walk¬ 
ing is gentle on your 
back and easy on your 
knees. 

Walking for exercise 
is not the same as walk¬ 
ing around the house or 
doing errands. Walking 
for your good health is 
called aerobic exercise. 
The idea of aerobics is 
to work hard enough at 
exercising so that your 
heart beats faster and 
you have to breathe 
harder without produc¬ 
ing any sense of strain or 
discomfort. If your pace 
causes you to become 
breathless, your pace is 
too fast. 

Health Experts rec¬ 
ommend: 

At least 10,000 steps a 
day for health and more 
for fitness and weight 
loss. Each mile walked 
= about 2,000 steps. 

Walking briskly 4 
mph (miles per hour) for 
45 minutes burns about 
244 calories. Not sure 
how fast you are walk¬ 
ing? Time Yourself. Walk 



for 20 seconds, counting 
your steps. Forty steps in 
20 seconds is 120 steps 
per minute, which equals 
about 3 mph; 45 steps is 
135 steps per minute, 
which equals about 3.5 
to 4 mph, and 50 steps 
is 150 steps per minute, 
which equals about 4.5 
mph.
